The Shad ftopped at Columbin—Ruth-
tess Ontch of Small Flah in the
Clone-Lathed Fish Baskots.

Advance sheets of the blennial reportof the
state comminsionors of fishories have boeon
received. The report comprises about one
hundred pages of letlor pross and
fllustrations, and presenls the reasons
why tho rosulls of the efforts of the commis-
sloners (o restock the streams of the siale
with adible fish, have notl been an sucoeasiul
mA many porsons claim they should have

Much of this report is of local Interest as it
doals with the fish and the wators of the Sus-
quehanna snd the movements of tho shad,
The five principal reasons why the labors
of the commissioners have boen so compara-
tively barren of good results aro :

THE DAMS IN THE SOSQUEHANNA.

The Busquehanna river furnishes a nota-
hle illusteation of the dertritontal influences
of dams unprovided with fish-ways. Prior
to the erection of the dam at Columbis, shad
tishing wis excellent for hundrods of miles
along that river. In those duys farmors and
othors for a distanco of fifty miles on each
side, mado thelr yearly pligrimages to the
stream in April and May to secure fish food
for the ensuing summer, where they could
wirchaso the run or catch st an average of
Li:t or less per hundred, or st the rate of
about three cents per pound,  They would
flock to the river sides, walting for,the draw-
ing of the soines, and on the banks would
cloan and salt down one, two or three bae-
rels, a8 might be required for the summer
nu{:pl\r for their families.” How is it now ?
It is doubtful whether a hundred shad are
taken in a whole season north of the Colum.
bin dam, and it is not necessary to look for
the reason.  Althongh a so-called “ fishway'
wis bullt inthe dama fow yoars ago, it has
proved an abortion, becuuse who builtit
did not understand thoir businoss.

THE DEADLY FISH BASKET.

The report next addresses itselfl o the
fish baskets, 80 many hundred of which are
o be found in the Susquehannn and Dels-
ware rivern.  Although the laws of the state
aro ns oxplicit as thoy ean well boe in regard
to il tishing of every kind, it is palpably

s laws are nol respected,  No one
who has a desire to know thelr meaning can
miginterpret them. And yet they are vio-
Taded daily In thousands of Instaneos, espec-
inlly in the form of the deadly fish baskot, so
many of which are used, and the destruction
of which s prevented by two causes ; first,
the neglect of duty by sheriffs and constables
of counties bordering on the rivers ; amnl,
second, because of the ek of funds by the
board of coonmissioners, for the employment
of wardens, Only those familiar with the
coustruction of theso illegnl devices for cap-
turing tish ean form an adoquate conception
of thelr destructive toudenciis, Muany thous-
and more small fish are destroyed by them
than lurge ones sultable for fosd, 1L is on
revord Lhat in the npper wslers of the Dele-
ware, young shad bave been hauled away
from fish baskets by wagon-loads,  This
seems hardly credible, but it is vouched for
on the best authority.

The first and most important available
step to break this up is the appointment of
coul s fish  wardens, who, at appro-
priate seasons, shall patrol the rivers and
discharge the duties delegated to them by
statute law. To secure such soryvices the
commissionors must  bave money, The
counties bordering on the river are om-
powering to furnish the means, but strangely
enough, with the exception of Lancaster, not
a single one has manifected a disposition w
protect the interests of all its citizens by de-
munding obedience to the laws on the part of
of a few,

The other thwee hindering causes, namely,
non observance of the spawning seasons, the
uso of torpedos,  poisonous drugs, ote, for
killing fish and the pollution of stremms, are
